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From Paris Papers---via Bourdeaux. 
PARIS, 29 Prairial June 8. 

It is generally reported in the Council of 500, that a 
courier 18 arrived, who, inthe name of the Emperor, 1e- 
quefts an ARMISTIC, and propofes, that feveral impor- 
tant places, fuch as MENTZ fhall be held as pledges dur- 
ing the negociations. 

It is further added, that the principal difficulties were 
obviated this night, and thatthe PRELIMINARY of 
PEACE is figned between the Direftory and the Envoys 
of the Cabinct of Vienna, at Paris. 

june 15. 

If we can believe letters from Strafburgh, two Auftri- 
an Commiffioners have paffed through that place for Paris. 
---What gives appearance of truth to this account, is, that 
the letteres from Vienna affure us that the Emperor is vio- 
jently agitated. He has forbidden the name of Buonaparte 
to be mentioned in any other way than by the title of 
* Chief of Brigands in Italy.” Our letters further add, 
that the Cabinet of Auftria has difpatched two couriers, 
one for Peterfburg and the other for London, Count Met- 
acrnich is the one fent to London. He is dire&ted to fgni- 
fythe Emperor’s determination to make peace with the 
French Republic. 

It feems certain that there ere in Paristwo Auftrian 
Commiffioners, who have come to negociate a peace. 

June 16. 

To execute the amnelty, concluded with the king of 
Naples, his cavalry are to quit the Auftrian army, and his 
five fail of the line are to leave the Englith {quadron, now 
% the Mediterrenedn. 

June 17. 

There is no. longer a doubt of a renewal of negociations 
between the French iepublic and the Emperor; and we 
are promifed important news in two days,---It is faid that 
eur troops have entered Frankfort. 

A Letter from Vienna, of the goth of May, informs, 
that the Pope withed to pay a vift to that place, but that 
the emperor 1efuled the reception of the vifit.

BONN, June 9. 

General Bonnard, who has the command of the bloc- 
kade of Ehrenbreitftein, received counter orders the mo- 
ment he arrived at Huningen, 

The defign of his expedition was, to feize upon all the 
enemy’s pofts on the bank of the Rhine, and has fulfilled 
it with as much prudence as bravery. He mew returns to 
his cantonments in the environs of Bonn, and Cologne, 
while the two battalions which he commanded have joined 
the divifion of Grenier near Elirenbreitfteia. 

VIENNA, May 20. 

The Emperor has this morning {ent off for London 
Count Metternich, We are affured that his miffion is to 
fignify to the Court of St. James, that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty is determinied to make peace with the French Re- 
public. The anfwer anticipated to this intimation is, that 
his Britannic Majeéty’s Minifters will withhold the .ufual 
fubfidy ; but this confideration is null henceforth, fince the 
coalition are convinced, that England maintains it with no 
other view than for its own advantage ; that is, in order 
that France fhall be conftantly diverted from employing 
her treafure and forces againft the univerfal tyrant of the 
feas. 

PHILADELPHIA, Auguft 17. 

We take pleafure in publifhing the following DECREE of 
the Crown of Portugal, tranfmitted by a commercial 
houfe in Lifbon, to "thelr correfpendents in this city, in 
a letter dated the 7th of Jone laft, and congratulate 
our merchants on the advantages which are likely to re- 
fult to the’ United States, from the eftablifhmeat of a 
free trade with the Port of Lifbon. 


-« Tam pleafed to eftablith Lifbona free port, from the 
ift Jan. 1797, for which purpofe I have. appointed the 
ware-houfes and fort of Junqueira with the adjacent grounds 
to make therein the neceffary rer pe. for the re- 
ceiving and depofiting all merchandizes and goods whatfo- 
nd tobacco) as well 
from foreign ports as fromthe national ports on the other 
fide of the Cape of Good Hope; and fuch goods, having 
lawful entry, may at.the will ofthe proprictors be dif- 
patched for the confugrption of the kingdom, on paying 
the competent duties, or may be exported to foreign ports, 
and to national ports an the other fide of the Cape of Good 
Hope, on paying in benefit of my royal treafury, and un- 
der the title of prote€&ion and depofit one per cent, Of 
their value according to their invoices, figned and {worn by 
the matters of veffels or their confignees : and there fhall be 
free liberty for all thips to come in and fail again with 
their cargoes on obferving the eftablifhed forms: and I 
hereby fupprefs all duties, and revoke all difpofitions | 
which oppofe and confine the liberty and freedom*which’ 
conftitute the advantage of the prefent eftablifhment. 

‘In order to animate and promote an abundance and 
concurrence of grain of the firft neceflity, I am pleafed to 
declare that every quality ofgrain and provifions which are 
free from duties on entry, not only fhall enjoy the privi- 
lege of exportation, but fhabli be free from, the atorefaid 
duty, on making the proper entries at the refpe€tive boards’ 

** In cafe the Crown of Portugal fhould enter into a war 


(which God fobid) with any power whofe fubjeéts have - 


property in the faid free port, without exception of grain 
or provifions, there fhall not be made on it any arreft, 
embargo, fequefter, or reprifal ; on the contrary, it fhall 
be as free and fecure as if it were in their own houfes, and 
they may difpofe of the fame as they thal judge conveni- 
ent,”’ 

The letter inclofing the above, fays, ‘* It is imagined 
that the reftriétions on {ugar and tobacco will be removed ”
